A MORPHINE FIEND. 


Explanation of Hattie Hudson’s’’ Theft 
ofa Cloak. 


The management of Barr’s store agreed to- 
day not to prosecute Hattie Hudson, wh 
was arrested yesterday in the store for steal- 
ing a cloak. The young woman took the cloak 


openly and when arrested, said that she had 
stolen for the purpose of being arrested, as 
she was out of money and was desperate. It 
was discoverei to-day that she is a 
victim of the morphine habit. Police 
Matron Harris interested herself in the case, 
and after having a conversation with the 
young woman got the manager at Barr’s 
to agree notto prosecute.

When I married 1 severed all 
connection with my family and when my 
husband died was too proud to appeal to my 
father and had to do dressmaking while 
my husband lived and after he died

work I did before I came to St. Louis was in a 
millinery storein Kansas. The trouble has 
been with me, on accountof the morphine. 
It makes me so nervous and when I am un- 
der its influence I cannot work fast. 

‘*I have been in St. Lovistwo weeks. My 
money gave out yesterday. I don’t know 
just what had in my mind when 
I took the cloak. I was under the influence 
of morphine at the time. The doctors gave

THE CITY COUNCIL OBEDIENT TO EVERY 
WISH OF THE MONOPOLY. 


~~ 


A Vote That the People Should Bear in 
Mind — Two Telephone Companies 
Fighting for the Right to Squeeze the 
Public and to Get Exolusive Rights— 
A Night’s Work at ths City Hall. 


Last night in the City 2 chamber one 
ofthe most inconsiderate Ollls ever intro- 
duced there was hurmiedon its way to be- 
come a law. 

The Bell Telephone Co., fresh from tts vic- 
tory at Jefferson City, where it defeated the 
attempt to enact laws authorizing the city to 


and poles from tiie streets of St. Louis, 
marched its forces on the Municipal Assem- 
bly in its dying hours, called up their own 
scheme for placing the wires, involving ex- 
clusive right, dictated every condition they 
wished, killed every suggestion of safe- 
guards for the city and the telephone user, 
and pushed the bill through last night to 
be ready for a special meeting of the 
House of Delegates, where there has 
long been a franchise-granting combine di 
rected in its action by the lobby according 


to popular report, 

The bill, No. 205, was given its first reading 
Dec. 20, 1892. Itasked the rightto put the 
wires under ground. This happened just be- 
fore the session of the Legislature, where it 
was known a determined effort was to be 
made to enacta law giving the city the right 
to compel to the companies to put their wires 
under ground. Then the bill went to the 
Council Committee on Public Improvements, 
where it rested quietly while Mr. Durant and 
the Bell Telephone forces went to Jefferson 
City to defeat State legislation which would 
have given the city the right to compel the 
company to put the wires under 
ground. The act was defeated in the State 
Senate with every other anti-corporation act 
proposed. The story of how it was 
done, how a committee from the Sen- 
ate investigated, and how it reported 
the contrary of itsfindings has already been 
published. The effort to secure from the 
State for the city the right to enact compell- 
ing regulations was defeated and Mr. Durant 
and his forces returned to St. Louls and re- 
vived the bill which had been prepared asa 
sort cfammunition of war at Jefferson City. 
It came from the Committee on Public Im- 
provements, March 15, after nearly three 
months rest. Then it was determined to 
hurry it. To do this the rules were sus- 
pended. Then it wenttothe Committee on 
Engrossment. Everything was fixed. While 
the Council was considering it its engross- 
ment was under way. When Mr. Durant got 
everything the Bell Telephone Co. wanted 
and rejected everything he did not want last 
night, ten minutes recess sufficed. The bill 
was brought In engrossed in ten minutes and 
passed. 

President Walbridge was absent while all 
this was being done. 

The bill grants the Bell Telephone Co. the 
use Of the streets, alleys and other public 
places for conduits, pipes or subways.’’ 

There is no restriction as to street, or how 
streets shall be occupied. The telephone 
company would not consent to such a re- 
striction. The conditions are to be fixed 
in each case by the Board of Public Im- 
provements and rejected by the telephone 
company if not satisfactory toit. The com- 
pany agrees to replace the paving, etc., re- 
moved by it in putting down its pipes, con- 
duits and subways. 

For this immense right, which it is argued 
by the new telephone company is a transfer 
of the monopoly rights from 
pired patents to exclusive 
rights, the company offers the 
nothing more than it now gives. In one sec- 
tion of its conduit it will carry the city’s 
wires free of charge. 

Confronted with the charge that the Bell 
Telephone Co. was convicted of acting in bad 
faith at Jefferson City, Messrs. Anderson, 
Oole, Wehner, Bensieck, Flesh, James 
and Horton refused to entertain the 
suggestion that the company might not 
do the fair thing“ if no limit was placed on 
the price to be charged to telephone users. 

At the previous meeting Mr. Arnstein 
fought for a limitation of the extent to 
which the streets would be occupied by this 
company. He was opposed to award- 
ing unrestricted rights, which would 
give ‘the company a monopoly 
on the streets. He proposed (further 
to fix a limit on the charges for telephones so 
that the company could not defeat competi- 
tion or unite with competing companies and 
with a monopoly squeeze the customer. 

This, it was claimed, had deen done else- 
where. The amendment fixing the limit at 
$100 was inserted. Last night Councilman 
William T. Anderson, who was absent 
from the last meeting, put in an 

appearance, and became the champion of 
the Bell Telephone Co., urging that it be 
given just what It wanted, and thatthe 
safeguard limitation which was unpalatable 
be stricken out: 

By the consent of the Telegraph ‘and Tele 
phone company the bill of that company was 
passed with a limit of $50 for telephone 
charges.

Witnesses Testify That the Well-K nown 
Horss-Dealer Used to Get Up in the 
Morning and Oall the leben-. 
Got His Workmen Full- Otrouit Court

The trial of the Maxwell case was resumed 
in the Probate Court tordsy.. The wife of Mr. 
Thomas Maxwell, the well-known Broadway 
stock dealerand horseman, instituted pro- 
ceedings against him to inquire into his men- 
tal condition, she claiming that he is 
incapable of managing his business affairs. 
Maxwell, with T. J. Rowe as his attorney, 
fs fighting the case. R. S. MacDonald repre- 
sents Mrs. Maxwell, who is a daughter of H. 
Olay Sexton, The proceedings began at 11 
o’clock before a crowded court-room, 

The first witness was Will Worden, who 
testified that he lived with Maxwell at his 
farm on the St. Charles rock-road. Maxwell 
was accustomed to get up about 
2 o'clock in the morning and 
insist upon going out to feed thechickens. 
He would go into the yard and call the 
chickens, but asa matter of course they did 
not leave the roosts. 

Maxwell hadthe doctors attending him, 
and they insisted upon his leaving liquor 
alone. Witness did not notice any material 
change in Maxwell’s conduct after he 
quit drinking. Witness was on the farm from 
June until October, 1892. 

On one occasion Maxwell wasted witness to 
get a gun and guard him when he went put 
the yard. 

On cross-examination Mr. Rowe asked him 
if it was not a fact that on 
that occasion there was a racket 
in the chicken-coop and he went out and 
shotacat. The witness denied this. 

Witness said Maxwell fed the chickens on 
bran and oats, which was very bad for them. 
Mr. Clay Sexton’s son had told witness he 
must come to the court and testify in this 
case. Witness described the house on the 
Maxwell farm, which he sid was in the

OXFORD WINS, y 


The Dark Blue Victorious in the Fiftieth 
Intercollegiate Struggle. 


Lonpon, March 22.—To-day, for the fiftieth 
time, crews of Oxford and Cambridge sat in 
their shells on the Thames water and rowed 
for dear life to win, and to-day Oxford won 
her twenty-seventh victory over Cambridge. 

To-day’s course is the historic stretch of 
water lying between Putney and Mortlake, 
which measures approximately four and a 
quarter miles. 

On Patney bridge before the race began 
rows of people lined the parapet and 
watched the preparations for the start with 


eager interest. Onthe wide foreshore, too 
in front of the rowing club-houses, a great 
crowd 8 to see the launch of the 
wonderful skiffs which were to dear the 
heroes of the day to victory or defeat, and to 
cheer their favorites as they appeared. Each 
side of the river was lined with tugs, 
barges, wherries and all manner of oad craft 
accommodating sightseers whose merrimen 
was drowned by the blatant strains of brass 
bands.

LIBRARY THIEVES. 


Vandals who Mutilate Rare Books and 
Steal Illustrations. 


Frem the Collector. 

Once upon atime, as I remember, I had 
occasion for some months to work every day 
in one of our libraries, gathering material 
for a series of magazine articles which I 
was then compiling. I was well known in 
the place and occupied a convenient table 
in an alcove, where I could labor undis 
turbed by the coming and going of the 
public. One morning when I arrived at the 
library, I found the chief officials engaged in 
a very serious confab. I went to work 


as usual, but I noticed that the ordinar 
r and the janitor had been reinforce 
y a person Whom no one could mistake for 
anything but a police detective. Every new 
comer was closely scrutinized by them, as he 
or she reached the level ofthe library floor. 
Meanwhile attendants were carrying arms- 
full of books into the committee room, where 
the authorities sat in council. A singular 
oom rested on the whole place. People 
were served withthe books they called for, 
it is true, but, somehow, one could feel 
instinctively that there was something 
wrong. Furthermore, I could note from my 
post of observation that a very close watch 
was kept upon all the readers at the various 
desks and tables. It didnot make matters 
the merrier thata furious sleet storm was 
pelting the skylights as if with a fusillade of 
grape shot, and thatthe penetrating chill of 
tempest sneaked about the rooms in spite of 
the steam which Tigzed inthe gilded radi- 


I had gathered together my day’s batch of 
notes and was preparing for lancheon and a 
return to my quarters to work them up when 
one ofthe librarians asked me to step into 
the council room. There the chief librarian 
had the long table covered with some ofthe 
most valuable books of reference which the 
library possessed, in various stages of muti- 
lation. These books, all costly folios and 
great quartos, issued abroad, were worth 
even then—for Iam writing of more than ff- 
teen years ago—from $100to $300 each. To-day 
their value would be double. All of them 
were of an arch@mological character, special 
publications, printed insmall numbers and 
Illustrated with the most expensive plates. 
Scores of these plates had been cut from the 
binding, and in many cases columns and 
even pages of text had been cut out. To 
make it brief, the books, to the market value 
of certainly a couple of thousand dollars, 
were ruined.

The deputy who had issued them from his 
department of the library could not describe 
the person to whom they had been issued. 
He only remembered thata man had called 
for them, and that he had apparently made 
notes out ot them, at a table nearly in front 
of the alcove in which I was working. What 
they desired of me was to learn whether I 
could recall the appearance of thie vandal 
sufficiently to give them a description by 
which he might be identified. I remembered 
several men who had handled such volumes 
within my range of vision, but none very 
clearly. So the matter was for the time be- 


ing dropped. ow ee 


A couple of weeks later an acquaintance of 
mine, who was fitting up an apartment, 
asked me to look him up some prints that he 
might frame to decorate his bachelor walls. 
In one of the several Nassau street shops that 
I visited I found quite a collection of old 
copper-plates, principally of Roman and oid 
Italian achitecture, the things of the 
very class of which the library had 
been robbed. I bought a couple, at a very 
moderate price, and turned them over to the 
library for judgment. They were recognized 
as part or the stolen plates. The Ubrary, 1 
delle ve, recovered a 2 many more, but 
not al. The thief had peddled them 
here and there, and some had 
disappeared entirely. It was dis- 
covered who he was; an Englishman of edu- 
cation and all that, who had explained to 
the shopman that he was compelied to sell 
these things from hie private collection 
because his remittances were ta Tue 
gentry with whom he dealt were not 
overscrupuious in such matters, and 80 
he was able to unload his - spoil. He 
had had time to get clear of New York before 
the police got on his track, but perhaps a 
year later he was sent to State Prison in Mas- 
sachusetts for robbing and forging the name 
ofa Boston gentleman who had befriended 
him. This miscreant, I may add, was a 
most scholarly man by all ac - 
counts, and for all I know . he 
be looting our public libraries erg} why 
he should have carved the textof the books 
to pieces, too, nobody ever could learn. But 
when a criminal mania esses a man, it 
would puzziea conjurer to analyze its mo- 
tives. ese Jack-the-Rippers of the Mbra- 
ries are almost as mysterious to-day as the 
vet and probably to be forever unidentified 
strum pet slaughterer of Whitechapel.

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FROM ERIE TO THE SEA. 


A Canadian Company Propose to Build 
Another Canal 

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 22.— There 18 a bill 
before the Dominion Parliament to incopor- 
ate the North American Canal Co. Asso- 
ciated with Chauncey Dutton, the promoter, 
who is from Pittsburg, are a large number of 
Canadian capitalists, including Arthur Prieur 
and W. Y. Soper. The capital stock Is $10,- 
000,000. The object of the company is to build 
a wide, d2ep canal, with the fewest possible 
locks, between Lake Erie and the seaboard. 
The canals would beso wideand deep that 
the largest steam vessels could steam 


through at fullspeed. There would be but 
seven locks between Lake Erie and the ter- 
minals and but four between Mon- 
treal and New York, and the 
locks would move two vessels at the 
same time, one ascending, -while the other 
was descending. Itis 1 pam to obtain a 
charter from the State of New York and make 
a canal from Lake Champlain to tidewater 
in the Hudson River. No other charter would 
be required, asthe work would be entirely 
within the State of New York. A vessel leav- 
ing Lake Erie and descending tothe Niagara 
and Lake Ontario, descend the Lawrence and 
Cornwell canal and Lake St. Francis, pass 
via the Chateaugay and st. Louis section and 
Lake St. Louls and the Lachine canal to Mon- 
treal. Her time would be sixty-two hours. 
If she was destined for New York her total 
time would be sixty hours, and she would 
continue her southerly course via the Chate- 
augay section, Lake Champlain and the Hud- 
son canal and river.

WHOLESALE FRANCHISE JOBBERY. 


The Council last night treated the peo- 
ple of this city to as disgraceful a spectacle 
of subserviency to corporation dictation as 
ever was witnessed in the City Hall. This 
is a strong statement, but the proceedings 
justify it. 

The Bell telephone conduit bill, after 
having been stripped of every provision 
against monopoly and extortion, was 
rushed through to engrossment and 
final adoption, which action was clinched 
by the ‘laying on the table of a 
motion to reconsider. The seven Council- 
men, Anderson, Bensiek, Cole, Flesh, 
Horton, James and Wehner, who stood by 
the telephone company, voted down 
every proposition displeasing to its man- 
ager, The clause restricting telephone 
charges was stricken out. No limit was 
placed on the size of the conduit, No 
limit was fixed for the duration of the 
franchise. No limit was made upon prices. 
No period within which the company 
must unconditionally put its wires under 
ground is mentioned. The company may 
go under ground when and in what man- 
ner it pleases, It may occupy as much 
street space as it pleases. It may charge 
what it pleases for service. 

The patent monopoly of the Bell com- 
pany which expires is to be continued lo- 
cally by a franchise monopoly. To render 
this doubly sure the bill of the proposed 
new telephone company was side-tracked. 

As companion pieces to this chef d’ceuvre 
of franchise jobbery all the pending street 
railway bills,including thegrab of the Citi- 
zens’ Railway of an extension beginning 
seventeen years hence, were passed, and as 
acrowning consummation of the corpora- 
tion pull the House of Delegates is to meet 
in special session to complete the work of 
the Council; which includes the previously 
passed People’s Railway franchise exten- 
sion grab. 

The proceedings bear all the marks of an 
infamous conspiracy to utilize the closing 
hours of a disreputable administration to 
plunder the city for the benefit of a gang 
of franchise grabbers. The one member of 
the Council asking the suffrages of the 
people for office is President Walbridge 
who sneaked out of responsibility and at- 
tempted to avoid either corporation hos- 
tility or popular condemnation by absent- 
ing himself while the job was in progress. 

All that citizens can get out of this 
wholesale franchises robbery is an object 
lesson, the value of which depends entire- 
ly upon themselves, 
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NWOT AN ERA OF GOOD FEELING. 


The era of good feeling which some 
Washington correspondents profess to see 
just climbing over the eastern horizon is 
likely to turn out an era of quite another 
sort. That we are going to have less 
struggling for mere partisan advantage 
goes without saying. The success with 
which Mr. Cleveland has defied old prec- 
edents and made new ones of a broader 
kind is an assurance that the people are in 
touch with the development of political 
methods of which he is the inventor and 
practitioner. The acquiescence of his 
party in the appointment to the highest 
office within its gift of a man whose par- 
tisan Democracy was less than six months 
old indicates a revival of higher considera- 
tions than have animated politics for many 
years. There is in this acquiescence a 
recognition of claims to distinction other 
than mere partisan efficiency. It is the 
sign of a revolution in public feéling, 
which may rightly be accepted as the be- 
ginning of a new era. 

But it is very doubtful if it will be 
characterized by good feeling or that it 
will be free from partisan bitterness. The 
issues of tax reform, currency and govern- 
ment expenditures are full of opportunities 
for the display of the most ardent parti- 
sanship. And underneath them all is the 
question between plutocracy and de- 
mocracy which may become acute at any 
time. With such perplexities ahead of us 
the near future is likely to be full of in- 
‘terest and heat. Vital questions are never 
debated daintily nor with much considera 
tion for the amenities, 

There is cause for congratulation in this

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‘prospect. The ‘‘spoils’’ are practically 


outof politics so far as the mass of the 
people are concerned, Other things are 
monopolizing public attention just now, 
and little concern is felt for the fortunes or 
misfortunes of office-seekers. The people

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IDEAL RAILROAD CONDITIONS. 
Judges Ricks and Taft of the Federal 
Court have reason to complain of the ap- 
parent lack of appréciation of their dis- 
tinguished services to his railroad dis- 
played by Vice-President Ashley of the 
Ann Arbor road. ‘ 

These two shining ornaments of the 
corporation bench have done all they 
could do to oblige Mr. Ashiey and to aid 
hin in crushing the engineers’ strike. 
They have placed the whole power of the 
Federal Court at his disposal. They have 
given him an order restraining the chief 
executive of the Brotherhood from issuing 
strike orders to his men. They have com- 
manded the engineers of other roads to 
move Ann Arbor freight under penalty of 
arrest. They have commanded the men 
not to resign until the railroads can spare 
them. They have ordered that the by- 
laws and rules of the Brotherhood be 
produced in court for inspection. 

But even this complete submissiveness 
of the judges and the control of the power 
of the courts does not satisfy Mr. Ashley. 
He feels that there is still danger that the 
railroads may not be able to treat their 
employes as they please without possi- 
bility of disturbance. He turns, there- 
fore, to that other instrument of 
the corporation will in free govern- 
ment, the Legislature, for relief from 
all consequences of dissatisfaction 
among employes. He proposes that 
a law be passed providing for the enlist- 
ment for a certain period of all railroad 
employes, under oath to obey the con- 
stitation and laws and the rules and regu- 
lations of the company. 

Mr. Ashley thinks evidently that with 
their employes formed into armies under 
military discipline and with the privilege 
of hunting down and shooting deserters, 
the railroads may be enabled to run along 
to the satisfaction of their owners and 
managers. Mr. Ashley, however, forgets 
that there are other people in the country 
besides railroad managers and employes 
and that causes of discomfort may come 
from their dissatisfaction, To realize the 
true ideal of railroad management Mr. 
Ashley must add to his law a clause mak- 
ing opposition to the railroads inany form 


and from any person high treason,

Time for Cheap Telephones. 
From the New York Herald. 

It is a startling fact that the telephone 
rates charged in this country are the highest 
in the world, while the service is the poor- 
est. Europe and South America enjoy a far 
better service at less cost. 

This is the fault not so much of the com- 
pany directly responsible for the imposition 
as the State which permits it. From a grasp- 
ing monopoly little consideration of the 
public interests is to be expected. But a 
victimized people have a right to look to 
the Government for protection against the 
abuse, 

For years the Bell Telephone Co. has ex- 
ercised the privileges of a monopoly under 
the patent laws of the United States. It has 
charged outrageously exorbitant rates for 
an inferior, inefficient service. It has simply 
levied tribute upon the people at its mercy. 
Notwithstanding that its original patent has 
now expired, it has undertaken to intrench 
its monopoly behind various patented de- 
vices and proposes tocontinue its policy of 
exaction. 

It is not only the right but the duty of the 
State to protect the peopie against an abuse 
ofthis sort. The patent laws of the United 
States give tothe owners of a patent tele- 
phone the exclusive right to useit, but they 
giveto them no warrant to victimize the 
public—ifthe State sees fit to protect the 
public, 

In this respect a telephone is different from 
a sewing machine, The latter is a private 
affair. Its manufacture and sale are not 
subject to govermental regulation, for the 
reason that the business is private. The 
makers and dealers derive no special privi- 
leges from the State and hence owe nospecial 
obligations. They are free to charge what- 
ever they please for their machines. 

But a telephone service is a public busi- 
ness. It can be carried on only by the use of 
public property, and hence only by public 
consent, Its poles and wires are strung 
along the common highways. The accept- 
ance of these privileges imposes correspond- 
ing obligations. It subjects the company 
and its dusiness to legislative control. In 
this respect a telephone company is analo- 
gous to a railway corporation. Both are 
creatures of the State and ‘subject to its con- 
trol. Both are under special obligations to 
the people. 

That the Legislature has power to regulate 
telephone charges is clear beyond doubt. 
That it is high time to exercise the power 
will be generally conceded.

He is 
a reside of Oolumbus, and is said 
to bea — of excellent parts and an emi- 
nent lawyer and good politician. 

Joon J. Carter, nominated to be Col 
lector of Internal Revenue, Dis- 
trfct of Louisiana, is # years old, 
resides in Minden and has taken an active 
part in State politics forthe past fifteen or 
twenty years, serving fora time as Repre- 
sentative in the Louisiana Legislature.

THE CHINESE EXCLUSION ACT. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22.—Secretary 
Carlisle has replied to certain inquiries as 
to whether he will enforce the provisions of 

the Chinese exclusion act as follows: 
1. Asthe act of May 5, 1892, entitled an act to 
rohibit the coming of Chinese persons into the 


nited States,’’ has not beem repealed, it will be en- 
forced so far as lies within the power of this aepart- 


ment. 

2. See. 14 ofthe act approved May 8, 1892, en- 
titled: An act to execute certain treaty stipula- 
tions relating to Chinese“ provides that **hereafter 
no State Court of the United States shell admit 
Chinese to citizenship and all laws in conflict with 
this act are hereby repealed.’’ This provision of 
law isin full force, and the naturalization of Chinese 
is therefere illegal. 

Chinese merchants established in business in 
the United States who may depart therefrem with 
the intention of returning thereto will be permitted 
to land upon submissioa to the Collector of Customs 
at the port of first arrivel of evidence sufficient to 
satisfy him of their identity as such returning mer- 
chants. Chinese persons, not ofthe exempt class, 
as for instance, laundrymen, residingin the United 
States, and who may depart therefrom, will not be 
permitted to return. 


SENATOR MANDERSON RESIGNS. 
WASHINGTON, March 22.—Senator Mander- 
son has resigned as President pro tem ofthe 
Senate and Senator Harris of Tennessee has 


been elected to filthat position. He was at 
once sworn in. 


HARRITY TO DISTRIBUTE PLUMS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22,—Pennsyl- 
vania’s Secretary of the Commonwealth and 
National Chairman Harrity and Atty.-Gen. 
Hensel of Pennsylvania have left here after 


a visit of forty-eight hours, during which 
honors were showered upon them and they 
were made the lions of the hour. 

The visitors declined to reveal anything 
concerning their conversations with Mr. 
Cleveland and his assistants, but those to 
whom they talked have not proved so 
reticent. In the first place, it was absolutely 
determined that the political patronage of 
Pennsylvania should be disposed of upon the 
recommendations of Mr. Harrtty and his 
friends in the State administration.

ADRIANOFY, THE sparen, a svProseD 


Ke 
a Tell-Tale Slip Paper Found in His 
- Shoe—Rector Ahiwardt Presents His 
Decuments in thes Reichstag Support - 
in¢g Charges of Official Corruption— 
Imported Chines» and Smali-Pox. — 


Moscow, March 22.—M. Alexejeff, Mayor of 
this city, who was shot yesterday afternoon, 
died from the effects of his injuries early this 
morning. Adrianoff, his miurderer, refuses 
to make any statement as to his reason for 
shooting the Mayor, but the police are rm in 
their conviction that the 2 is the out- 
come of a Nihilist plot. 

The City Council had met in theeity Hall to 
elect a new Mayor. Mayor Alexejeff had just 
called the meeting to order when Adrianoff 
pushed his way past the doorkeeper and en- 
tered the reception room which opens into 
the council chamber. He demanded loudly 
to see the Mayor. V. Alexejeff left the chair 
to ascertain his business. As Adrianoff be- 
gan to reproach him with dishonesty and op- 
pression of the people. M. Alexejeff ordered 
himto leave the building. Adrianoff then 
drew a revolver and shot him in the stomach. 
He fireda gain as the Mayor fell, but the ball 
lodged in the door. 

Three councilors ran to the reception 
room, seized and disarmed Adrianoff before 
he could fire againand delivered him tothe 
police. Others carried Mayor Alexejeff to 
his private office where a physician dressed 
the wound and restored him to conscious- 
ness. 

The family of the wounded man were sum- 
moned, and found him apparently dead, but 
Alexejef rallied from the sinking spell 
which was mistaken by his physicians for 
death. The surgeons in attendance were un 
able to find the bullet, which lodged in the 
upper part of the stomach. 

Allthe city officials hastened to the City 
Hallas soon as news of the. shooting got 
abroad, and an enormous crowd surrounded 
the building. The depositions of the Council- 
men who were present at the time ofthe 
shooting were taken almost immediately. 
Mayor Alexejof had been in office eight 
years. He wasin high favor at St. Peters- 
burg and has been distinguished repeatedly 
by the Czar. Another reason for believing 
that Adrianof! may have had a political 
motive is that the police in searching him 
found in nis shoeaslip of paper on which is 
written: The lot has fallen upon you. 

Adrianoff is of a respectable middle-class 
family living some distance from the city. 
Whether he is a Nihilist, or shot the Mayor 
merely to avenge a private grievance is not 
known. The police believe that he is insane. 


AHLWARDT’S CHARGES. 


THE RECTOR PRESENTS DOCUMENTS IN SUPPORT 
OF STATEMENTS. 


BERLIN, March 22.—There wasa very large 
attendance of members and others at the 
opening of the Reichstag to-day, interest and 
curiosity being whetted by the expectation 
that Rector Ahlwardt would produce the doc- 
uments he claimed to havein his possession 
showing that during Prince Bismarck’s oc- 
cupancy of the Chancellorship 
fraudulent contracts had been 
made repeatedly with Hebrew 
financiers and that vast sums of money be- 
longing to the State had been transferred 
dishonestly to Hebrew speculators. At yes- 
terday’s session the Reichstag Rector 
Ahlwardt created great excitement by mak 
ing the very serious charge against Prince 
Bismarck and several other men who now 
hold ministerial positions. Dr. Miquel, 
Prussian Minister of Finance, was specifically 
mentioned as being implicated in the 
charges. When the Reichstag convened to- 
day nearly all the members were in their 
seats and everywhere through the house 
there were evidences of excitement that had 
been caused by Ahiwarat’s charge. 

Immediately after the President took his 
seat, Ahlwardt, upon whom all eyes were 
fixed arose, and stated that he wished to lay 
a few papers upon the table. This announce. 
ment was the signal for excited shouts from 
the members, demanding that he furnish the 
house with all the documents, eleven in 
number, which he was directed yesterday to 
furnish. 

Ahlwardt, in response to these demands, 
said that after Easter he would supplement 
the documents he now furnished with other 
papers bearing out his statements. 

Renewed demands were made that he pro- 
duce at once all of his alleged docu mentary 
proof of dishonesty on the part of the officials 
and ex-oficials. 

Count Von Ballestram, a leader of the Cen- 
ter party, moved that the sitting of the 
Reichstag would be suspended in order to al- 
low a special committee to examine the 
papers already presented. 

Herr Richter, the Freisinnige leader, op- 
posed Count Von Ballestram’s motion, so 
far as it related toa suspension of the sit- 
ting, but concurred with him in demanding 
animmediate examination of the papers. 
Count Von Ballestram’s motion was finally 
adopted and an hour’s recess was taken, 
after a committee was appointed to examine 
the documents. 


SMUGGLED CHINESE 8MALL-POX. 

MONTREAL, March 21.—Five hundred Chi- 
nese, who were landed last week from the 
ship Tacoma at Victoria, British Columbia, 
are causing the health authorities of the 
Province of Quebeca great deal of anxiety. 
It is reported that small-pox has broken out 
among them and if the Chinese are allowed 
to come here the plague will be sure to 
spread. 

These Chinese are bound for Eastern Cana- 
da, where afew of them will probably re- 
main, but the great majority of them have 
their destination in the United States, where 
they have friends. 

It is understood that thecelestials will be 
dropped at different points of line of railway 
and smuggled in the States, 


AFLOAT ONCE MORE. 

ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, March 22.—The British 
warship Undaunted, wbich was aground, is 
now afioat and proceeding for Malta. Two 
of her compartments are full of water. 

The Undaunted, which is attached to the 
Mediterranean squadron, is commanded by 
Lord Charles Beresford. She is a twin screw, 
first-class armored vessel of 5,600 tons and 
8,500-horse power. She mounts twelve guns. 


THE ETNA COMING. 


RoME, March 22.—The Italian steamer Etna 


under the command of Admiral Magnaghi 
bas sailed from Spezzia for New York to take 
part in the Columbian naval demonstration. 
The Etna is a comparatively new vessel, 
having been completed in 1885, and ‘steams 
seventeen knots an hour.
